EXEMPLERY PUNISHMENT 
of the guilty persons and provide the Govern- 
ment officials with thc necessary powers for 
maintaining order.’’ 

The ukase proceeds to announee the provis- 
ional appointwent of the Governors-General of 
St. Petersburg, Charkoff and Odessa, invested 
with extended and extraordinary power. 

SIMILAR POWERS 
are conferred upon the Governors-General of 
Moscow, Kieffand Warsaw. The civil admin- 
istration in the mentioned distriets is placed 
under the control of the Governors-General in 
the same manner as they are subordinate to 
the commander-in-chief of the army in time 
of war in the districts where 
MARTIAL LAW 
has been proclaimed. The control of all the 
educational establisliments is vested in the 
Governors-General, who are also empowered 
to send before the mihtary tribunal all civilians 
inthe districta in which they preside.

This will be 
a simple continuation of our tormer article, 
an d first let us speak concerning the growth of 
Drllas county and its resources. 
_ Jn 1846 this county was organized, although 
the first settlement had been made five veurs 
previous. The growtli of the farming element 
“his been gradual and steady, and to- day. there 
is not a county in the State that can make a 
etter showing. Dallas county con- 
tains some of the riches: and 
best lands to be found in this or any 
other State. The cotton and wheat product is 
the finest here of any portion of the Southwest. 
“The soil is extremely fertile, and more return 
can be got tor labor expended than one would 
believe possible. Dallas, the county seat, is a 
thriving and prosperous city’ of about 18,000 
inhabitants, and is situated in almost the ex- 
act geographic center ofthe county. The city 
Wus first lait off in 1848. and for many years 
its growth was rather slow. The clear-sighted 
citizens of the cit¥Svowever, elung to the hope 
that someday this Woula be the commercial 
center ot Northern Texas, and, in

Hungarian music existed (and tire 
statement can be easily proved) a long time 
before Gipsies were known in Europe. If the 
Hungarian music is of Gipsy origin why is it 
that the Gipsies of Spain, Russia, Scotland 
and other countries hive never cre- 
| ated music? The Hungarian peas- 
ants despise the Gipsies, and treat them like 
slaves; but the cunning Gipsies are well aware 
of the fr antic love of the Hungarians for danc- 
ing and wine, and little by little they have 
taken the national airs and transformed them 
into dance music. The Gipsies invented the 
czimbal, a sort of large zither, the strings of 
which are struck by. two hammers. They 
also introduced the violin into Hungary. The 
only musical instrument possessed by the 
Hungarians was the simplest form of whistle, 
made from a willow twig. This primitive in- 
strument is still the best adupted to render 

the pure Hungarian music with its peculiar 
rhythm, snd there are péasants to-day who 
play with astonishing skill upon this whistle. ’

Signor Susini, the veteran opera basso, who 
has beep engaged by Colonel Mapleson for a 
term of years, and who sailed for Enrope on 
Thursday, made bis debut in Genoa in 1849, 
whence he went to Paris and London under 
the management of Mr. Lumley.
